Directo r’s R ep ort
m Director Liberman confirmed the approval of the FY 2012 Budget which is effective July 1,
2011.

m Based on the new Budget, DCCS will be adding staff that handle the Government Center
conference center from Facilities Management on July 1, 2011.

Committee Report
m The Channel 16 committee did not have a report.
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Staff Report

m Staff attended the HOST (Housing Opportunities Support Team) meeting on April 26, 2011.
This new collaboration seeks partners who can provide homeless families and individuals
with more opportunities in areas such as education and housing as part of Fairfax County’s
Plan to Prevent and End Homelessness. The next meeting is Tuesday, May 24, 2011, at the
South Fairfax County Government Building in Room 221 A/B. Commissioners were
encouraged to provide input regarding ending homelessness based on their prospective as a
landlord, tenant, or citizen member.

m On Wednesday, June 1, 2011, the Governing Board of the Fairfax-Falls Church Community
Partnership to Prevent and End Homelessness in partnership with Enterprise Community
Partners, Inc. will present a Faith Communities Housing Engagement at the Fairfax
county Government Center.

m Staff obtained guidance from the Department of Code Compliance regarding smoke detector
installation. The current regulations regarding installation location is in the Virginia
Residential Code (2009 Edition of the USBC) R314.3. The location and installation of smoke
alarms in a building or structure have to meet USBC requirements at the time of construction.

m The Tenant Energy Saver tip sheet will be reviewed at the June meeting.
